Deprives the Board of Commission­

Most deplorable was a muchly dis­ 
cussed affair 
which 
occurred this 
morning on the sidewalk within the 
shadow of our magnificent temple of 
justice, in which the city marshal 
and a city councilman were the cen­ 
tral figures. 
People in the vicinity 
o f the west entrance 
to the 
court 
house about 10 o’clock this morning 
were astonished upon 
seeing 
City 
Marshal Price strike Councilman R. 
P. Havens in the face and knock him 
to the ground. 
Hill Vance was the 
only one near the two men, but he 
was unable to separate them, when 
lie appreciated that blows were going 
to be struck. 
Both principals are popular and 
well known men, not only in the city, 
but throughout the county, and their 
many friends 
deeply 
regret 
that 
trouble should have arisen between 
them. 
The Daily Republican called 
upon both men and got from them 
their version of 
the 
affair. 
City 
Marshal Price says that he has un­ 
derstood for some time that Council­ 
man Havens has been making slight­ 
ing and insinuating remarks about 
him. 
He says a number of people 
have advised him that Havens was 
telling, not only among his friends, 
but among the councilmen, that he 
was accepting bribes 
from 
saloon 
men, to let them 
violate 
the law. 
Price says he determined to hear the 
words from Havens’ own lips, for 
he felt sure there must have been a 
mistake. 
He said he 
approached 
Havetii this morning merely to talk 
it over, as for fighting, that was the 
farthest thing 
removed from 
his 
mind, 
lie said he talked with Hav­ 
ens a few minutes asking him why 
he was unfriendly towards him, and 
if he ever had said that he had ac­ 
cepted “ hush’’ money from saloon 
men. 
He says Havens replied that 
he had said that and that he believed 
it was so. 
Price says he thought of 
turning away but he thought to have 
done so would have been an admis­ 
sion of guilt on his part. 
He says 
that he could not contain himself 
when a man openly charged him with 
a crime he knew to be 
untrue and 
fictitious, so he pounced upon Hav­ 
ens and struck him 
several 
hard 
blows. 
Havens did not offer to fight 
back and soon the affair was again 
reduced to an 
altercation. 
Price 
then made counter charges against 
Havens of a delicate nature, dating 
back several years, but the two men 
soon cooled down and separated. 
Havens was seen at his home in 
North Main street, and was sitting 
in a chair nursing a black eye, a 
bruised forehead and a swollen ear. 
The latter was giving him more pain 
than any of: 
the 
other 
injuries. 
Havens says he had been talking to 
Clell Maple when Price walked up to 
him and said he would like to have a 
little talk with him. 
He says they 
walked away a few feet when Price 
asked him if he had not been talking 
about him. 
He says he told him he 
did say he thought he was altogether 
too friendly with the saloon keepers. 
He says he told him he thought he 
was the best marshal Rushville ever 
had when he went into office, for all 
the saloon men hated him, but now 
they all seemed friendly with him. 
He says at that point Price struck 
him and knocked him down and hit 
him twice after he was down.

One Week on Account of the Howard 


Will Case. 


People who voted Saturday to ex­ 
clude saloons from Rush county are, 
many of 
them, now 
interested 
in 
knowing something of the law. 
The 
Republican gives below that part of 
the statute applying after the people 
have voted. It is as follows: 
If a majority of the legal voters 
cast at said election shall be in f a ­ 
vor of prohibiting the sale of intoxi­ 
cating liquor as a beverage in such 
county, it shall thereafter be unlaw­ 
ful for said commissioners or any 
court to grant a license to any per­ 
son for the sale of intoxicating li­ 
quors in said county, and the board 
of commissioners 
thereafter 
shall 
have no power or jurisdiction to hear 
or consider applications for license 
to sell intoxicating liquors nor to 
grant such license to any person ill 
>uch county until at a subsequent 
election «.hall vote against prohibit­ 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors 8> 
a beverage. 
< 
Whenever an election 
has 
been 
held under the provisions of this act 
no subsequent election shall be held 
thereunder until the expiration of at 
least two years from the last pre­ 
ceding election. 
If a majority of the legal votes 
cast at said election shall be in fa ­ 
vor of prohibiting the sale of intoxi­ 
cating liquors as a beverage in said 
county, then after ninety days from 
the date of holding said election, all 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors granted in said county after 
the passage of this act be null and 
void, and the holder thereof shall be 
liable for any sale of liquors made by 
him thereafter the same as if a li­ 
cense had never been issued to him; 
if the holder of such void license 
shall surrender the same within nine­ 
ty days from the date of holding said 
election, the county, town or city is­ 
suing said license shall refund to the 
holder an amount proportionate with 
the unexpired time for which the li­ 
cense fee shall have been paid: Pro­ 
vided, however. 
That no license is­ 
sued prior to the passage of this act 
shall be terminated by virtue of this 
act or any vote thereunder.

WORN TO A FRAZZLE 


Sinltislon In Congress Marks 


Closing Days. 


Washington, March 2.—Transacting 
Its business amid scenes of great con­ 
fusion, the house today is giving every 
evidence that the present congress is 
drawing to a close. In his endeavor to 
maintain a semblance of order the 
speaker is constantly pounding his 
gavel and admonishing members to 
cease conversation. 
After two hours of stormy debate the 
so-called Appalachian and White moun­ 
tain forest reserve bill, amended so as 
to apply its provisions to all states, 
was passed by a narrow majority of 
ten. 
By the terms of the bill the na­ 
tional forest reservation commission | 
is created for the purpose of acquiring 
by purchase or condemnation the lands 
needed to promote or to protect the 
navigability 
of 
streams 
on 
whose 
watershed they lie. 
The final conference reports on the 
army, naval and fortifications appro­ 
priation bills were agreed to and the 
measures will now go to the president 
for signature. 
In addition to this a 
vast amount of miscellaneous business 
was disposed of. A reolution designed 
as a concession to the so-called insur­ 
gents, amending the rules so as to pro­ 
vide one day each week for a call of 
committees, was adopted by the nar­ 
row margin of six. The house almost 
unanimously insisted- on its disagree­ 
ment with the senate on the amend­ 
ment to the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill raising the 
salary of the president, vice president, 
the speaker, and United States judges, 
and the bill for the third time went 
back to conference. The sundry civil 
bill appropriating $139,000,000, and the 
military academy bill, carrying an ap­ 
propriation of $2,541,000, were passed 
by the senate. 
The select committee appointed to 
consider the speech of Congressman 
■Cook, Republican, of Colorado, in the 
house last week, denouncing Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, 
reported 
that 
the 
speech “does not, when treated a« a 
whole, contain language in violation 
of the privileges of debate,” and rec­ 
ommended that it be retained in the 
Record. The report was adopted with­ 
out debate. 


BATTLESHIPS ON SCENE 


O u r Government Taking a Hand in 
Central American Affairs. 
Washington. March 2.—The armored 
cruisers California and Pennsylvania 
have been dispatched from Panama 
to Amapala, Honduras, where they are 
to keep in touch with and inform this 
government of any developments i* 
the Central American situation which, 
because of reported military and naval 
activity in Nicaragua, is causing con 
siderable uneasiness. 
The only ad 
vices from Central America made pub­ 
lic at the state department is that ev­ 
erything is “superficially quiet.” 
The 
good offices of the state department 
will be exerted to keep the peace.

N order that the feeds fed to stocS 
may be used to the best possibh 
advantage it is necessary thai 
they should be of the propel 
kinds and fed in the proper amounts. 
One of the important things to take 
into account in determining the valu< 
of a feeding stuff is its digestibility 
Some feeds, such as oat straw, are noi 
more than 50 per cent digestible, while 
in the case of the corn grain over 9C 
per cent is used by the animal. Feeds 
with a high percentage of digestibility, 
like the grains, are called concentrates, 
while those with a large amount of in­ 
digestible crude fiber are called rough 
feeds. 
Every animal must have a certain 
amount of roughage; otherwise the 
grain would lie in the stomach in a 
heavy, sodden mass, which could hard­ 
ly be penetrated by the digestive 
juices, and indigestion would be sure 
to result. 
The crude fiber, wTbile in­ 
digestible in itself, dilutes the more 
concentrated feeds and greatly hastens 
the process of digestion. 
The rumi­ 
nants are able to obtain a large share 
of their feed from roughage.

ration may be nor bow rapid gains it 
will produce, if those gains are put on 
at too great an expense the feeding 
operations will result iu a loss. For the 
last two years, for instance, bran and 
shorts have been so high in price that 
it Is doubtful if they could be fed at 
a profit. Bran produces a large milk 
flow’ when fed to cows, but silage and 
clover hay are just as good and cost 
only a fraction as much. 
The question of how much a farmer 
can afford to spend for concentrated 
byproducts Is always a perplexing 
one. Something is needed to balance 
the corn, which is the principal feed 
on most farms. If nothing else is fed 
with corn it will not be thoroughly 
digested and much of the nutriment 
which* it contains will be wasted. 
When corn is cheap this does not mat­ 
ter so much, but when the price goes 
up to 50 or 60 cents a bushel it be­ 
comes 
an 
important 
consideration. 
This applies not only to corn, but to 
other grains as well, sinye all contain 
an excess of carbohydrates and fat. 
Oats come the nearest to being a bal­ 
anced ration of any farm grain, but 
they are usually too expensive to be 
fed exclusively'. Mixing oats with corn 
as large quantities as cattle do. Swine does not make a balanced ration, since 
are usually regarded as grain eating 
animals, yet they, too, do better for 
having some roughage. 
Mature hogs 
will maintain themselves on a good 
rape or clover pasture without any 
grain at all, and fattening swine will 
make greater gain if fed on pasture.

Silage has a high feeding value 
and is cheap, since from eight to 
twelve tons can be raised on an acre.

I or other grain the chief consideration

I protein which it contains. Ash is also 
1 important, especially if it is to be fed 
; with corn, which is low in ash. 
By 
j dividing the price per ton of u feed by 
I the number of pounds of digestible 
protein in a ton the price per pound 
of protein is easily determined. Thus 
the comparative cost of protein in the 
different byproducts can be figured 
out and the one used which will fur 
nish it in the cheapest form. 
For hogs there is probably no better 
or cheaper source of protein than tank­ 
age or meat meal. 
A ration of one 
part of this to ten parts of corn i.^ an 
ideal one for fattening hogs. 
For 
growing pigs the amount of tankage 
j should be doubled and some skimmilk 
added if it can be obtained. 
Milk is 
1 an almost perfect food for all young 
I stock, and the farmer who has a large 
| supply of it has a big part of his feed­ 
ing problem solved. 
Another feed that is invaluable for 
young pigs and calves is dried blood 
or blood flour. 
Nothing else will stop 
scours so quickly nor do so much to­ 
ward starting along an unthrifty pig 
or calf.

Washington, March 2.—The national 
capital is the mecca toward which the 
inaugural hosts are making their pil­ 
grimage. 
The advance guard of the 
throngs, which 
quadrennially 
visit 
Washington to visit the induction into 
office of a new president, has begun 
in earnest, and the visitors have 
swelled th© city’s population by many 
thousands. 
From every point of the compass 
every train and steamboat entering 
Washington is burdened with human­ 
ity, several military, civic and other 
organizations being represented. 
The 
arrival of each military organization at 
the Union station was signallized with 
a blare of trumpets, tooting of fifes, 
beating of drums and a crash of cym­ 
bals. 
Extraordinary precautions are being 
taken by the authorities to protect vis­ 
itors from pickpockets and thieves. At 
every point of arrival and at other 
places, an array of keen-eyed detec­ 
tives have been placed on guard to 
watch for the unwelcome Visitor. 
The apparent splendid physical con­

To build up the mus­ 
cles, organs and other parts of the 
body which require this element con­ 
siderable protein must be fed. 
The 
ordinary feeds found on the farm 
contain too little protein in proportion 
to the other substances. 
To secure 
the best results a balanced ration— 
that is, one in which the amount of 
protein is in the proper proportion to 
the amounts of fats and carbohy­ 
drates—must be fed. 
It can readily be seen that what is a 
balanced ration for one class of stock 
may not be for another. Young calves, 
colts and pigs require more protein 
and ash in their food tban do mature 
animals. 
A work horse needs large 
amounts of fat and carbohydrates to 
supply him with energy, but he also 
needs,, considerable protein to repair 
his muscles, which wear out very 
rapidly. A fattening steer needs only 
a minimum amount of protein, since 
he is neither growing nor using bis 
muscles. A milk cow needs a great 
deal of protein and ash to use in mak­ 
ing milk, together 
with a liberal 
amount of the pther constituents, to 
supply energy and to make Into but­ 
ter fat. A pregnant animal is in espe­ 
cial need of protein and ash to use in 
building up the bones and flesh of its 
offspring. 
AH animals need larger 
quantities of the heat forming ele­ 
ments in the winter in order to keep 
the body warm. 
Another important point, one that 
must not be lost sight of In preparing 
rations for any class of stock. Is the 
cost.

A lack of ash is the chief fault that 
can be found with the com byprod­ 
ucts, such as germ oil meal and gluten 
feed. 
For this reason these feeds are 
not so valuable for milk cows and 
young stock, although they are all 
right for fattening animals.

cottonseed meals contain more asti 
than the corn products, but not so 
much as tankage. 
They are usually 
a cheap source of protein. Oil meal is 
especially valuable for keeping the 
system in tone, the bowels loose and 
the coat sleek and glossy. Cottonseed 
meal should never be fed to hogs, as 
they often die froj*) eating it. 
There is nothing better than clover 
pasture to balance the ration of fat­ 
tening swine. 
Clover pasture, with 
perhaps a small allowance of grain, is 
an ideal feed for milk cows, calves 
and colts. The little pigs will learn to 
eat it also, but will need considerable 
grain and skimmilk In addition if 
they are to make rapid gains.
